Technical ways of communication and the means 
Education an 
in France. ©! tTansport provokes ardent competition 


among nations ; commerce becomes more 
intricate, and people perceive that the intelligent ex- 
ercise of commercial pursuits necessitates special 
knowledge in that department; hence the creation of 
commercial schools. 

In the large industries machines have almost com- 
pletely done away with the old-time apprenticeship ; 
the division of labor has been one of the first conse- 
quences of inventions ; to-day each man has his special 
task assigned to him, and the workman who has only 
served his apprenticeship in the workshop knows gen- 
erally but one part of the trade, which limits his hori- 
zon and hinders his progress in the industrial scale. 
This fact led to the creation of industrial education, 
so as to help to produce clever and intelligent work- 
men. 

It is within the last few years, especially that tech- 
nical education has developed in France, and an ac- 
count thereof is found in the report of United States 
Consul Brunot, St. Etienne, from which we condense 
the following synopsis: By the law of 1880 the min- 
ister of commerce organized manual instruction in 
special schools. Ten years afterwards the students 
graduating from the high commercial schools were 
exempted from two years of military service out of 
the regulation three years, and by a law of 1891 
the National School of Workmen and Foremen of 
Cluny was created. In the meantime private technical 


education developed alongside of the official education, 
and the number of establishments encouraged and 
receiving pecuniary help from the government had 
risen from 48 in 1880 to 292 in 1904. This number 
will further increase, because the labor associations 
are turning their attention more and more to indus- 
trial education. 
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The National Institue of Arts.and Trades (Con- 
servatoire National des Arts et Metiers), in the cen- 
ter of Paris, dates as far back as 1775, when a small 
hotel was leased to “receive a collection of machines, 
imstruments, and tools for the education.of the work- 
ingman.” This small beginning has grown into one 
of the finest monuments in the capital. Here are 
found all kinds of ancient and modern machinery, 
elaborate laboratories for the. study of physical 
sciences, while lectures on art as applied to trades and 
industries are given by competent professors. Each 
trade is furnished with mechanical instruments and 
apparatuses of all kinds necessary to the proper study 
of the subjects of physics, chemistry, chemistry ap- 
plied to the dyeing industry, ceramics, glass making 
and decoration on glass, metallurgy, and metal work- 
ing. 

The present school (Ecole Centrale des Arts et 
Manufactures) was built in 1884 at a cost of over 
$2,000,000. The fees are 900 francs ($173) for the 
first year, and 1,000 francs ($198) for each of the 
two succeeding years. The number of students last 
year was a little over 200. Admission is by means of 
competitive examination. The number of students 
received each year is limited to 240. . Foreign students 
are admitted on the same terms as the home students, 
and receive the same diploma at the end of the course. 
French students who are considered apt for military 
service receive, in addition, complete military instruc- 
They pass four years in the school, and have 
only to give one year’s service on leaving the institu- 
tion. Only day students are received, but they spend 
the whole day from half past 8 in the morning until 
6 in the evening at the school, even dining there. 
Examinations are held weekly, at the close of every 
session, and at the end of the course, when the suc- 
cessful candidates receive the diplomas of engineers. 
First year, mathe- 


tion. 


The curriculum is as follows: 
matical analysis, general mechanics, descriptive geom- 
etry, general physics, thermodynamics, general chem- 
istry, geology, and mineralogy; second year, architec- 
ture, natural sciences, metallic constructions, construc- 
tions of machines, physics appertaining to industries, 
electricity, mines, public works, railways, legislation 
for industries; third year, applied mechanics and con- 
struction of machines (agricultural). 

The origin of the National School of Arts and 
Trades goes back to 1788, when the first establishment 
was founded at Compiegne. Many years afterwards 
three others were opened, one at Chalons sur Marne, 
one at Angers, and one at Aix (Bouches du Rhone). 
In 1881 a fourth was established at Lille. These 
schools educate workmen capable of becoming fore- 
men in industries and well versed in the practice of 
mechanical arts. Manual labor in the workshops char- 
acterizes the teaching. 

The practical instruction is given in four special 
workshops, and includes fitting, cabinetmaking and 
modeling, foundry work, and hardware manufacture. 
About 70 per cent of the pupils are sent to the fitting 
shop; the remainder are scattered among the other 
workshops, but all, during the three years, learn some- 
thing in each department.

TrutH, they say, is stranger than fiction, and a 
striking illustration of this is afforded by a recent ex- 
perience of an Indiana firm of steel range manufac- 
turers. 

The Home Pride Range Co., Marion, Ind., in order 
to push the sale of their popular Home Pride ranges, 
gave a cooking exhibit in Lafayette and distributed 
some little cook books among those attending this 
exhibition. About six weeks after this exhibition, a 
Benton county farmer was driving along a lonely 
country road over 30 miles distant from Lafayette, 
and he happened to notice a piece of paper lying on 
the ground. Acting from some unaccountable im- 
pulse, he clambered down from his wagon and picked 
it up; it happened to be one of these little cook books 
distributed at this exhibit. The farmer read it over 
carefully and wrote to the manufacturers asking the 
name of a dealer from whom he could buy one of 
these ranges. Now it happened that there was not 
a dealer handling these goods within a radius of 20 
or 25 miles or so from the point where the farmer 
was located, but this firm made arrangements with 
their nearest dealer to supply the farmer and he actu- 
ally made a long trip in his wagon to the nearest re- 
tail store handling these ranges to secure one. Later 
on, on the strength of this sale, as showing the ex- 
istence of the demand, this firm established an agency 
at Fowler, Ind., eight miles from the town where 
the farmer was located.

Juttan A. Huropte, the well-known traveler for C. 
A. Morrill, the New York saw set man, gave the fol- 
lowir, interesting reminiscences in the Milwaukee 
Free Press of Feb. 5, 1905: 

“I was a graveyard reporter in Washington, D. C., 
forty years ago, Perhaps you do not know what that 
is. I invented the business myself. Having just come 
out of a law school, and desiring to get business as 
a patent attorney, I wanted to advertise. But I could 
not pay for an advertisement large enough to suit me. 
The .manager of the Critic, a small folio paper, pro- 
posed that I do some reporting for him to pay for an 
advertisement.

With that, 
I started out to write about appearances of such 
places and occurrences in them. First I visited all the 
yards in Washington and Arlington. Then I made 
several trips into Virginia, and saw many strange 
sights. Many things are written on graves there that 
would horrify a northerner. The Critic afterwards 
became an eight-page paper. The first thing that I 
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wrote for it was the stanza, printed in red letters on 
a tombstone: 
“ ‘Stranger, as you pass by, 
On my cold grave pray cast an eye, 
As T am now, so you shall be— 
Prepare yourself and follow me.’ 
“The following was scrawled underneath: 
“*To follow you, I won’t consent

Unirtep States ConsuLt ATWELL, stationed at Rou- 
baix, France, in a recent report, goes very fully into 
the laws providing for the hygiene and safety of fac- 
tory operatives in that country. 

The most important of the new regulations which 
took effect the first of this year are the following, the 
italics indicating the amendments to previous regu- 
lations : 


Raper gorges | places shall never be crowded. The 
volume of air shall be seven cubic meters per head. During 
three years from the promulgation of this act the volume 
may be only six cubic meters. \The volume of air shall be at 
dJeast ten cubic meters per head in all stores, shops, and offices 
open to the public. notice on the wall of every workshop 
shall indicate its capacity in cubic meters. Closed places set 
apart for work shall be well lighted and in winter properly 
heated. They shall have windows or other openings with 
movable sashes connected directly with the outside. There 
shall be sufficient air to prevent unduly high temperature. 
These localities, their dependencies, and a pas- 
sages and stairways, shall be properly lighted.” 

“Workingmen and employees shall not take their meals 
in localitties used for work. Permission to eat in such places 
may be given in case of necessity after examination by the 
division inspector under the following conditions: 1. That 
no poisonous material is used in the work on hand. 2 ‘That 
no poisonous or unhealthful gas or dust emanates from the 
work. 3 That all other hygienic conditions are considered 
satisfactory. Employers shall provide their workmen with 
means of assuring personal cleanliness, cloakrooms with wash 
‘basins, as well as proper drinking water.”

Some figures just supplied to a distinguished mem- 
ber of Congress by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, through its Bureau of Statistics, suggest the 
possibilities which await the cotton manufacturers of 
the United States when they may find time to enter 
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seriously upon the task of turning into the manufac- 
tured state the cotton produced in this country and 
now supplied in the natural state to the manufactur- 
ers of other countries. 

The figures in question show merely the exportation 
of cotton manufacturers from Japan to China during 
a term of years, but as Japan draws largely from the 
United States the raw cotton with which it produces 
the manufactures in question the suggestion which 
they offer is naturally an interesting one to us. These 
figures of exports of cotton manufactures from Japan 
to China show that the total value of cotton yarns ex- 
ported from Japan to China in 1893 was $29,580, and 
in 1903 $14,112,507; and of other cotton manufac- 
tures in 1893 $221,783, and in 1903 $2,013,547, making 
the total of cotton yarns and finished cotton manufac- 
tures sent from Japan to China in 1893 $251,363, and 
in 1903 $16,126,054. 

Meantime the quantity of raw cotton exported from 
the United States to Japan has grown from 793,242 
pounds in 1893 to 161,601,219 pounds in 1900, the 
value of the same being in 1893 $68,423, and in 1900 
$12,712,619.

A GERMAN paper states that during the month of 
November the number of unemployed persons in- 
creased largely in France and England, especially in 
the latter country, where in 35 municipal districts 390,- 
822 persons were out of work or in want. The num- 
ber of the unemployed working people in the city of 
London is estimated to be over 200,000. In many 
trades wages have been reduced. Large subscrip- 
tions are now raised in London to provide food for 
the poor and unemployed. The high price of bread 
and meat makes the condition of the working classes 
all the harder. An interpellation in the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies has produced the statement that in 
1904 there were about Io per cent fewer people em- 
ployed in France than during the year before. As 
there are about 5,500,000 industrial workers in that 
country, this percentage would show over a half mil- 


lion unemployed.

THE TOTAL value of capital invested in the agricul- 
tural industry in Canada in 1901 amounted to $1,- 
787,102,630, and the total value of farm products of 
that year was $363,126,384, representing 20.32 per cent 
of the total investment. This is exclusive of maple 
sugar, with a value of $1,720,482, and forest products, 
which yielded $51,082,689. 

During the last census year the square, waney, and 
flat timber cut amounted to 11,726,914 cubic feet, with 
a value of $1,480,312. 

The aggregate value of the mineral products in 
1901 is placed at $47,956,862. ~The value of mineral 
lands and plants was $104,489,976; the number of 
persons employed was 40,430, and the cost of salaries 
and wages was $18,485,991. 

The plants employed in the fisheries of Canada in 
1901 had a value of $11,208,564, comprising 45,638 
vessels, with a value of $3,863,115; 1,568,763 seine 
nets, and other gear, with a value of $3,784,503, and 
11,481 curing and canning stations, including 2,084 
piers and wharves, with a value of $3,560,846.

NEW GAS ECONOMIZER. 





O. D. Batchelor is president, J. R. Curry is secre- 
tary and treasurer, and Clifford Bargamin is manager 
of the recently incorporated Novelty Mfg. Corporation, 
Newport News, Va., capitalized at $25,000, for the 
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manufacture of the Economizer gas saving device for 
gas ranges. This firm already have a plant 20x 80 
feet in dimensions and will employ 10 men at the 
start; they expect to manufacture 250 valves per day. 
Their automatic attachment is a valve which they sub- 
stitute for the valves already on the stove, one for 
each burner, and to our valve is fastened a small pilot 
tube which extends from the base of the valve out 
to the surface of the main burner. When the gas 
is turned on, the flow is made only through the pilot 
tube, thus giving a small flame which is left burning. 
To the top of each valve is fastened an arm which 
extends under the grating of the stove, and to the end 
of this arm is fastened a small knob or button which 
stands about one-quarter of an inch above the top of 
the stove. When the vessel is put on the stove it 
presses this knob down, thus lowering the arm which 
automatically opens the valve full and allows the gas 
to flow freely through the main burner and it imme- 
diately ignites from the little flame which is at the end 
of the pilot tube. So long as the vessel remains on 
the stove, the gas flows freely, but immediately when 
the vessel is lifted the arm rises and the flow of gas 
is shut off except that through the pilot tube.

In a recent experiment, witnessed by a representa- 
tive of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, one small piece was 
brazed on a smooth piece of polished iron and when 
it was struck with a sledge hammer a chunk of the 
iron was torn out from below the surface and came 
away with the part brazed on. Subsequent repetitions 
went to prove that the piece of iron offered a maxi- 
mum resistance at the point where brazed. 
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The process is in itself a simple one. The parts to 
be joined together are held in position and heated to a 
cherry red. Then the secret composition of which 
the formula is to be protected by the patent is ap- 
plied. It acts upon the parts of the iron in such a 
manner that when the brass is applied in the form of 
filings or fine wire or in whatever way it is most con- 
venient, the metal permeates the iron and a complete 
amalgamation is effected. It is in this combination of 
the brass and the cast iron that the success lies, for up 
to this time no way had been discovered to overcome 
the opposition of the metals to any approximate amal- 
gamation.

TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Tuesday afternoon session was called to order in 
Schnellbacher’s hall at 2:30 o’clock and President Chas. Will- 
iams said: “I will introduce to you a-gentleman whom you all 
know. His fame has extended beyond the limit of his own 
country and it will pay any man io take a trip to Peoria to 
talk business with him. I refer to William Bittel.” 

Mr. Bittel then briefly introduced Mayor E. N. Woodruff, 
who stated that the Peoria members had already shown a wel- 
come to the visitors. He welcomed the delegates in behalf of 
the city and presented them in the name of the people of Peoria 
the key to and the freedom of the city. 

The key as presented was just one-eighth of an inch 
higher than President Chas. H. Williams, and, as the latter 
tapped its gilded surface with his gavel and discovered it to be 
made of tin, he said, “This is the right stuff, gentlemen.” 

In response to this address of welcome President Will- 
iams said, “On behalf of the Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association, I thank yourfor the words of cordiality which you 
have spoken. 

“We remember the cordiality extended by your city five 
years ago, but that did not bring us here to-day. 

“You have a great institute here with free board, but that 
did not bring us here. 

“While you contribute many millions annually to Uncle 
Sam, that did not bring us here. 

“While the government gets $1.10 for spirits which ow- 
ing to competition are sold for $1.22 a gallon, the fact that we 
could get a gallon for 12 cents above the United States reve- 
nue is not what brings us here. 

“At every convention we have held, in the northern part 


























































of the state, in the southern part of the stae and in the middle 
of the state, Peoria*has sent a bunch of the best fellows God 
ever made, and when they asked us to come here we came.”

After an intermission for the distribution of badges, etc., 
Frank B. McKenney, Rockford, chairman of the Committee 
on the Question Box, then offered the following questions for 
discussion : 

(1) Shall the retail merchant pay return charges on goods 
guaranteed by the manufacturer and jobber? 

G. R. Lott, Chicago, said: “This is a question that rests 
between the dealer and the manufacturer he does business 
with. Take the question of pipe fitting. That is one of the 
smallest parts of a job. If a dealer puts in a job of an elbow 
with a sand hole in it, he does not know that it is bad until it 
is in place. The labor of putting the job in of this kind might 
cost $10 and the fitting might cost 3 cents or 5 cents. I do not 
think any manufacturer would sell goods on that kind of a 
guarantee.” 

F. F. Porter, Chicago, said: “I once bought a water ra- 
diator which was guaranteed to be tested, but which was found 
to be very defective. When I went to the manufacturers they 
said, ‘You bring us back the defective parts and we will re- 
place them.’ I called their attention to the fact that it cost 
something to put them in and after half an hour’s discussion 
of the matter they agreed that they would pay me for my time 
in putting them in. I do not think that manufacturers can

guarantee goods and pay charges both ways on account of the 
opportunities presented for impositions.” ; 

J. P. Eckels, Decatur, said: “I sell a certain kind of farm 
fence and after I put some up I found that part of a roll was 
defective. I called the attention of the manufacturers thereto 
and he said to ‘return the goods and we will pay for all la- 
bor.’” 

H. G. Cormick, Centralia, said: “This is a mater of per- 
sonality on the part of the retailer. As a matter of justice, a 
manufacturer cannot guarantée beyond a certain point to 
everybody. If the retailer is a valued customer and discounts 
his bills, I question if a manufacturer will demur very much 
over the matter.” 

(2) What system of bookkeeping has been found the most 
practical when the proprietor keeps his own books? 

G. R. Lott, Chicago, said: “I have a system I would not 
use if I had a partner or a bookkeeper. I use single entry. 
My accounts payable are all kept in one drawer. If a bill is 
not there I do not owe it. My sales ledger is a large book of a 
thousand pages, indexed from front to back. I do all my post- 
ing and billing in one day, but could not do this with a large 
number of accounts.” 

(3) What is the benefit received from discounting bills? 

(4) Does it pay to encourage the jobber with your busi- 
ness? 

F. F Porter, Chicago, said: “I believe the jobber is enti- 
tled to business at the same price as the manufacturer. The 
manufacturer must give better prices to get the business.” 

T. J. Mathews, Mt. Vernon, said: “If the manufacturer 
comes to me with samples, I immediately try to find out if-his 
prices are lower than those of the jobber. If the manufactur- 
er’s prices are higher I give the business to the jobber. If the 
manufacturer makes lower prices, I give the business to him.”

F. Giessing, East St. Louis, said: “There may be certain 
articles which can be bought from the manufacturer cheaper 
than from the jobber. When we consider the fact that the 
jobber supplies various lines at a great accommodation to us, 
we should give the jobber the preference. Where the manu- 
facturer makes the smaller price, if you call the jobber’s atten- 
tion to it, the jobber will meet the price nine times out of ten. 

(s) Make a record of yourself by rising to your fect 
you made no mistake during 1904. 

No members rose and Question Box Chairman Frank B. 
McKenney, Rockford, said: “The greatest mistake that most 
of us made during 1904 was in figuring our expenses so high 
and our margins so low that there was no profit in the busi- 
ness.” 
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(6) What means can be taken to bring neighboring hard- 
ware dealers to a mutual understanding, insuring a living 
profit and creating a better fellow feeling? 

Frank B. McKenney, Rockford, said: “It is a good plan 
for dealers to get together and talk of their business and their 
grievances. They can bring up the matter of dead beats and 
dissatisfied customers and be friendly with each other. All 
who are here are friendly. We come from the eastern part of 
the state, from the western part,of the state, the northern part 
of the state and the southern part of the state. Sinoe we are 
all friendly while we are here, why should we not be so when 
we get home in regard to our competitors ?” 

P. A. Lemoi, Evanston, said: “It has been my experi- 
ence in the fall of the year that customers would rush in and 
would want a furnace fixed and would ask if it could not be 
done right away. These customers waited until the busy 
time. In questioning them, I quite often found out that when 
the customer came in they had left an order elsewhere for a 
week or two and it had not been attended to. I would tell 
them that I was filled up with orders ahead for a couple of 
weeks or so. It is best to let them leave the order right in the 
first place. I do not believe in keeping my own customers back 
and in jumping in on account of jealousy in a case where some 
one has first been to a competitor.” 

H. E. Gnadt, president of the Chicago Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, said: “We have in the constitution of 
the Chicago Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association an article 
which states that one of the purposes of the foundation of the 
association is to promote the welfare of retail hardware deal- 
ers and to create confidence and social benefit. If a member of 
a hardware association in a small place or a large city attends 
the meetings of the association regularly and at these meet-

ings differences between dealers are threshed out thoroughly 
and the dealers are honest in their position, a spirit of confi- 
dence is engendered for the good of the trade.” 

President Chas. H. Williams, Streator, said: “There are 
present with us at this gathering traveling men and other rep- 
resentatives of a larger number of firms than has ever been 
with us before. The fact that there are more exhibits of 
goods than at any preceding convention pays a compliment to 
us. On behalf of the Executive Committee I hope that out- 
side of the sessions the members of the association will visit 
these exhibits and see what the different exhibitors have.” 


H. M. Cole, a representative of the Sheldon School of 
Scientific Salesmanship, Chicago, then addressed the meeting 
from 3:47 p. m. to 4:36 p. m. 

J. P. Eckles, Decatur, then suggested that a meeting of 
dealers interested in furnace work be arranged, and Presi- 
dent Chas. H. Williams suggested that a good time for such a 
meeting would be on Wednesday morning after the reports of 
the committees had been heard. 

The convention adjourned at 4:40 p. m.

ALL ARE MEMBERS OF INTRODUCTION COMMITTEE. 


To the new members who are with us for the first time I 
want to say that you are all appointed on the introduction 
committee and to mix and get acquainted is your first duty. 

It is a pleasure to know that we will have with us W. P. 
Lewis of the National Association. For the able, aggressive 
and dignified manner in which the National Association’s af- 
fairs are being managed we can heartily congratulate our na- 
tional officers. 

We should keep in as close touch with the National Asso- 
ciation as possible, as through it, backed by strong state asso- 
ciations, can the most good be accomplished. 


THE CULMINATION OF A LONG CAMPAIGN. 

It is a pleasure to report progress, and the red lines print- 
ed crosswise on the invoices of all important jobbers in this 
state are the culmination of a long campaign of education and 
action. 

I do not believe there is a country dealer present who has 
not made in profits more than his annual dues and expenses to 
this convention from sales of goods that the money had been 
mailed away and returned because Messrs. Blank could not 
pick up the gocds from Mr. Jobber. 

If any jobber is still selling pickups to these establish- 
ments, I hope it will be -given publicity on the floor of this 
convention and I trust the gentlemen present to do the rest. 


FREIGHT RATES. 


There is no business matter of public interest attracting 
such universal attention at the present time as that of freight 
rates and the discriminations made in favor of and usually 
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forced by large combinations, often enabling them to crush 
competitors by this item alone. 

When we are quoted goods f. o b. Pittsburg, plus tariff 
rate to destination prepaid and added to the bill and allowed to 
discount freight and all 2 per cent, it simply means that Mr. 
Shipper gets a rebate. 

Reform in this line is a hard proposition and to be brought 
about must. enlist on its side both powerful political and busi- 
ness interests. 

Our freight rate committee have done everything in their 
power to have the unjust local tariffs in Lllinois changed. 
Fred Giessing, East St. Louis, of the committee, is here and 


. will tell you what they have done and what they have been up 


against. 

I trust this convention will indorse, and have a copy sent 
to Washington, the stand taken by President Roosevelt in the 
matter of government control of freight rates. 


THEY SOUND THE ALARM. 


For the interests of the retail dealers are with the masses, 
the people of moderate means, whose welfare is our welfare. 
We are not calamity howlers, and perhaps Lawson in his arti- 
cles on “Frenzied Finance” or Ida Tarbell in her “History of 
Standard Oil” or Chas. E. Russell on “The Greatest Trust in 
the World” may make some overdrawn statements, yet to any 
thoughtful citizens these sound an alarm. 


A PERILOUS POSITION. 


Needed reforms will never come from the very wealthy 
and cannot come peaceably from the very poor. But what has 
this to do with the hardware business? 

The retail merchant occupies a perilous position between 
monopolistic greed and the masses of the people, and he 
should study from all possible standpoints the great national

affairs of momentous importance and when the chief executive 
of the nation dares to shake off party conservatism and go 
into a struggle for justice to all, as against the privileged few, 
the people who come in closest touch with the masses should 
be the first to back him with all the power that they can com- 
mand. 

Our Executive Committee will present a matter to you 
which they believe will bring you back in dollars more than 
this association costs you. 


A PROFITABLE YEAR. 
It is pleasing to note that while the last year was a presi- 
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dential year, business was very little disturbed and all are re- 
porting a fair share of prosperity. 

The demand for better grade of goods continues and this 
is a great factor for keeping trade in legitimate channels. 


PRAISE FOR TRADE PRESS. 


The hardware papers have spared neither brains nor ex- 
pense to foster in every way possible our state and national 
associations and we caunot in words express the appreciation 
we feel for their zeal and loyalty. 

I feel that the time has come when they should not be ex- 
pected to publish as full reports of our various state conven- 


tions as formerly; it takes too much space. Also the dealer - 


who stays at home and expects to get the full benefit of the 
conventions from his trade paper will feel more disposed to 
join the association and attend the convention if he cannot get 
it in full from their reports. 


CHICAGO DEALERS ARE PRAISED FOR THEEIR LOYALTY. 

In speaking for the dealers outside of Chicago, I wish to 
say to the members of the Chicago Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association that we greatly appreciate the loyalty and vigorous 
support you have always given to the association. The condi- 
tions of business in a great city are such that you have not as 
much in direct benefits to expect from a state association as 
have the country members, and yet as your special train 
stopped at my home town apparently you had brought the 
whole of the hardware people of Cook county and then some. 


DEALERS SHOULD KEEP IN TOUCH WITH POLITICAL AND INDUSTRIAL. 
SITUATION. 

And, by the way, we have a governor from your county, 
young, fearless and active, elected by 300,000 plurality, and we 
are looking for him to champion the cause of the masses in the 
matter of freight rates and other matters of vital importance. 

It has always been considered good business sense to keep 
out of politics and as a strong partisan or a seeker after office, 
as it is now, but I believe that every retailer in the United 
States ought to try and keep in touch with the political and 
industrial situation and be an ever stronger factor in the 
shaping of legislation. 

The report of Secretary L. D. Nish, Elgin, was held over 
for the Thursday morning session. 

F. Giessing, East St. Louis, of the Committee on Freight 
Rates then made an informal report in the absence of Chair- 
man C. M. Hurst, Decatur. He said in part: 

“You have been informed on the question of freight rates 
by the trade press. You are paying $20,000,000 more in freight 
rates than in neighboring states. Our’ State Railway and 
Warehouse Commission regulates freight rates. 


“When we went before the commission we found that they 
were dominated by the appointive power and had to do as the 
governor wished. If any commissioner did not do so he 
would be removed from office. The commission agreed about 
a year ago to make a reduction of 25 per cent on a general 
line of schedules on our freight. 

“Something came up so that it did not go into operation. 
The way the matter stand. now is that, with the aid of ex- 
Attorney General Hamlin, who has been retained by the ship- 
pers to look after their interests, something will be done 
shortly. 

“This is only one question of many of vital importance to 
the hardware dealers of this state. If we look into them prop- 
erly, we could doubtless remedy a great many things. When 
hardware dealers meet one another in their home towns they 
discuss many topics of trade importance and the remedies for 
same and forget them when they come up to the convention. 
The dealers should bring out their ideas and allow their fellow 
members to polish them up. 

“This is as far as we have proceeded with the freight rate 
matter. I suppose your freight rate committee will be asked 
to continue their work. We will try to get together before 
the convention adjourns and get up a report which all the 
members should sign and which should then be forwarded to 
Governor Deneen. The general merchants in the state are 
proceeding along this line. 

“As Mr. Lewis told you this morning, there are some 
things that can only be combated by the association. There 
¢ 
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are forces working against us and unless we bring forces to 
bear on our part we will get the worst of it.” 

President Chas. H. Williams, Streator, said: “As an asso- 
ciation, we should feel thankful to our Freight Rate Commit- 
tee for what they have done for us. They sent out a circu- 
lar which you all doubtless received and besides that they 
personally took a trip to Springfield and buttonholed the 
legislators in regard to this bill.” 

L. D. Ray, Belvidere. then read a paper on Plumbing in 
Connection with the Hardware Business, and at its conclusion, 
in respense to an inquiry of M. Fahey, Decatur, the question of 
the policy pursued by manufacturers of plumbing goods in 
making prices to dealers carrying strictly pluntbing lines and 
those carrying mixed stocks and other questions of a similar 
nature were discussed, and the Supreme Court decision to the 
effect that plumbing jobbers had been forced to sell to a 
Capron, IIL, man, was cited. 

President Chas. Williams, Streator, facetiously remarked’ 
that the hardware dealers did not know when they came to 
the convention that they would carry home with them stocks 
of hardware, but, owing to the generosity of a Connecticut 
firm manufacturing screw drivers, each dealer as he left the 
hall would be presented with a couple of screw drivers and’ 
also with a toy wringer by Lewis Schmetzer, the Chicage 
representative of the American Wringer Co. 

Grant W. Porter, Chicago, then delivered the following 
extremely interesting and thoughtful paper, entitled: 


HARDWARE STORES PAST, PRESENT AND 
FUTURE. 





A MATCH AS COMPARED TO A CONFLAGRATION. 

Commercialism of to-day, as compared with that of one 
hundred years ago, makes us wonder if it were not allotted 
to the nineteenth century to record the greatest material ad- 
vancement the world ever has, or ever will know. When we 
look upon the greater achievements and their relation to busi- 
ness conditions; and if perchance we see in our imagination 
the sudden illumination of one or more of these great com- 
mercia) agencies, the next thought that comes to us is chaos,. 
and utter disruption. So necessary to our present methods and 
needs are these powerful facilities, that an internal strife 
like.that of the sixties which wrought so much misery and 
suffering would be compared to the calamity which would 
follow in the wake of this chaos, as a match compares to a 
conflagration. 

PROMOTERS MAKE DEMAND COME. © 

Business, like coneerns, has grown to meet the demand, 
yea, and past. The aggressive business promoters of to-day 
do not wait for demand to come, they make it 
come. It used to be that a man bought his goods, 
now it were better to say, his goods were sold to 
him. True, we must have a sympathetic public to work 
on, and conditions must have advanced far enough to receive 
our propositions; but in the majority of cases the burden of 
consummating the transfer of goods is carried by the celler. 
He does not wait for you to determine your needs, he antici- 
pates them for you. 

CAUSES OF SUCCESS. 

The success of any enterprise depends upon these prime 
factors : ; 

1st. It must either fill a long felt want, or fill some want 
which its creation generates. 

2nd. It must be presented with force enough to convince 
your prospective purchaser. 

3rd. The length and size of your success depends upon 
integrity and constant effort. When you see a man or a 
concern who thinks that his past efforts are sufficient to war- 
rant future business, and who gradually lessens his push, and 
leans upon his past achievements, it don’t need a gypsy to tell 
his future. 

The constant swirl of commercialism soon undermines 
and rots his prop off, and nine times out of ten he never again 
regains his cquilibrium. 

SELF-COMPLACENCY THE CAUSE OF DOWNFALL. 
I have in mind firms who years ago, occupying the top 













































































rung of the ladder, were so thoroughly pleased with their 
position and themselves that their attitude seemed to place 
them beyond further effort; but here we see a young, ag- 
gressive fellow at the foot who is not satisfied with his posi- 
tion, and he immediately starts in pursuit. Mr. Contentment, 
on the top rung of the old ladder sees the new extension 
which Father Time is running up, but thinks he is high 
enough. Our young friend below keeps his eye on Father 
Time, and before he is aware of a close second, our satisfied 
competitor, looking up, sees Father Time shaking hands with 
his young rival as he clambers to the top. 

Did it ever occur to you that there was such a disease 
as self-satisfaction? After you get on top don’t watch your 
neighbor on the nearest rung to you, watch Father Time 
as he shoves the ladder up. A runner never looks behind 
His business is ahead. - 

ONE OF THE FOUNDATION ROCKS OF SUCCESS, 

We have for a great many years quoted “Nécessity is the 
mother of Invention,” which has been proven thousands of 
times since its utterance; but invention looking into the future 
becomes many times the parent of a child which at some 
future day becomes so universal in its fulfillment of needs as 
to be one of the rocks upon which the successes of our insti- 
tutions rest. 

LUXURIES HAVE BECOME NECESSITIES. 

In this century, a great many so-called luxuries, when 
they at first appeared, have grown to be absolutely indispensi- 
ble after being thoroughly introduced. Take, for instance, our 
great telephone system. When in 1874 Frederic Graham Bell 
of Boston, working on a suggestion, gave the world its first 
proof of what it could expect from this great achievement. 
It was considered a decided luxury, occupying about the same 
position then as wireless telegraphy does to-day. Now what 
is it considered, and what has it been considered for years in 
the business world? It is so far reaching in its office as to 
be not only universally employed in cities and towns, but the 
farmer sees its value, and is making use of it. Constant 
changes are being made, and business conditions are being 
adjusted to them, and the hardware store has not been the 
last to be converted. 

A BAROMETER OF COMMERCIAL PROGRESS. 

A hardware store is as good a barometer of the world’s 
progress as any of the other lines of trade which go to make 
up our industrial activities. When we say hardware, we cover 
a larger variety of wares than can be absorbed by any other 
trade emblem. 

It harbors to-day in various localities specialized lines 
which are large eneugh in other localities to be treated as 
such, occupying a field in themselves, capable of absorbing 
the whole attention of some of our shrewdest managers. 

THE PAST IN THE LIMELIGHT. 

Draw for a moment a focus on a hardware stock when 
nails were made by hand. Think back and picture to your- 
selves the variety of shelf goods, if they may be so called, 
for few were boxed like to-day, and in your imagination you 
will see a very meager display. Take from our present stocks 
those lines which have been invented and adopted during, if 
you please, the last fifty years. Substitute for our modern 
articles of trade those which were sold before the fifties. Em- 
ploy the same methods which were then employed. Eliminate 
all modern tools and appliances from your work shop, and you 
have indeed an “old curiosity shop.” 

Our steel industry and its constant growth is a good 
barometer, not only of our industrial activities, but of our 
advancement in the introduction of new ideas as each takes 
its place to become one of the many factors to which we are 
indebted for our present splendid conditions. 

THE EBB. 

On the other hand, we have our ebb, if you will allow 
the phrase. To-day we are deprived of the sale of certain arti- 
cles which our general advancement has eliminated from our 
stocks. 

Certain lines of carpenter tools are no longer needed 
because of the increased amount of mill work being done. 

A tinner can no longer afford to make his own stock, nor 
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a blacksmith his own tools, his horseshoes and his horseshoe 
nails; yet this is the result of growth. 


AN AGE OF CENTRALIZATION. 

This is an age of centralization, as well as specialization. 

Now we have a machine shop with a collection of special- 
ists who, like machines, know not their neighbors’ work. 

One man now fits your horse’s shoe, another drives the 
nails. 

Now we have a salesman and a buyer, a credit man and 
a man to iron down the goose pimples after his cool reception. 

All are fitted for the positions, and results are more satis- 
factory than as if each man did his share of each office. 

We have all noted this gradual change and can recall the 
constant displacement from year to year of certain lines by 
others. 

* LOST LINES. 

My experience as compared with that of most of you 
is small indeed. 

But as I look back and compare conditions, I can see 
in many instances line after line which has gradually been 
lost to the hardware man and absorbed by some special trade 
unless the hardware man, following the evolution, sees fit to 
adopt the change. 

No longer does a hardware store, in some localities, have 
any use for base burners. The number of furnaces in use 
is constantly being lessened. 

Every time a change is made, and a new building goes up, 
steam or hot water goes in; and some one else gets the profit. 

The same with oil cook stoves, displaced by gasolene, 
gasolene by gas. 

The sale of gas ranges, transferred to the gas company, 
which has established a custom of dispensing all appliances 
used in the consumption of their product. 

This last evolution hes driven those manufacturers not 
affiliated with the gas company to sell direct to the consumer 
at 2s low a price or even lower than they will to us. 

Here is an evolution which in the course of our progress 
works an il] to the hardware store. 


TWO CLASSES OF GOODS IN A HARDWARE STOCK. 

There are certain lines in our trade which, no matter 
where the locality, are considered necessary stock. All stores 
with the word hardware over their doors carry these. 

Then again, there are lines which, owing to the judgment 
of the concern and the needs of the locality, are added to 
these staples, until such a numerous variety of stocks can be 
found as to bewilder even some of the oldest and most experi- 
enced of hardware men. 

Our stock harbors no culinary utensils, stoves, screens 
doors, paints, oils, glass, refrigerators, and a score of other 
lines which I might mention. Some carry one or more and 
others the whole variety, depending upon local conditions. 


SPECIALIZING HARDWARE DEALERS. 

When a man sells much of one line and little of another, 
he is going to confine himself to that which his judgment 
tells him brings in the dollars, and eliminate that which grows 
shop worn before he cuts off the profit to induce his cus- 
tomers to relieve him of it. 

Much could be said in this regard, but very little of it 
would be new to the majority of us. 


SUCCESSFUL DEALERS ARE ABREAST OF THE TIMES. 

In summing up the whole situation, no one here, I be- 
lieve, will deny the fact that the most successful among us 
are those who are abreast of the times. 

As I have said before, I do not believe that there is any 
line of business which calls for better or more level headed 
men to make it a success. 

It is one of the best educators of the trades and if a 
man is capable of carrying on a successful hardware store 
his business capacity and universal knowledge is far ahead 
of the majority of trade managers. 

DEALER’S FUTURE RESTS ON HIS OWN SHOULDERS. 

Our future rests where it ought, largely upon our owl 
shoulders as individuals, and what we get out of our organiza- 
tions. 
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GROWTH AS ORGANIZATION HAS BEEN RAPID. 

We have not been the first to organize, but the rapidity 
of our growth as an organization, both local and state, shows 
us the value of mutual helpfulness and goodfellowship. Some 
will insist upon standing in their own light until a sudden 
burst of illumination shows them their advantage; and I do 
not hesitate to predict that our organization and others are 
approaching that brilliancy, when all subject to any impres- 
sion will record themselves and become a part of our unity. 

NEW CONDITIONS WILL ARISE. 

In looking into the future and judging from our past ad- 
vancement, I predict that our posterity and theirs will see 
conditions which are as foreign to us to-day as ours would 
have been to our forefathers. 


SYSTEMATIZED EDUCATION NEEDED. 


I am not prophet enough to tell what these changes and 
growth will be, but come they will. 

I can see a great need for systematized education, especial- 
ly for those upon whom we depend for assistance. 

The success of our business rests more than we know 
in the hands of our help; and the impression which they make 
upon the trade make for or against our success. 


LOCAL ASSOCIATION COULD BE MORE OF A SCHOOL. 


For instance, a local association could be made more 
of a school, not only for the hardware man, but for. his 
clerks. Certain courses of study could be employed. where 
more could be learned in our work than in six months by 
absorption in connection with store duties. 


EDUCATION IN SALESMANSHIP. 


Why not familiarize ourselves with modern needs in 
salesmanship and systematized accounts, as well as talking 
over prices of goods? 

Our clerks could enter into competition with each other 
to demonstrate their ability as salesmen. 

Following this suggestion make actual approaches to 
supposed customers and endeavor to make selling impres- 
sions, 

Place him in a position to make more money for the con- 
cern and incidentally for himself. 

Raise him out of the rut of thinking like the little fellow 
did, who, upon asking for a job and was asked by the pre- 
prietor, what he thought he wanted a boy for, replied, “to 
pay $3.00 per week to.” Show him what he can do and make 
him acquainted with the size of other clerks, then he will 
have a standard to work to. 

How much Latin would a man be expected to absorb 
by selling Latin grammars? 

Show him the inside of things whose outside appearances 
look natural, and he'll make customers for you. 


SHOULD FIGHT DIRECT SALES TO CONSUMER. 
Again, we must endeavor to fight against the tendency 
of direct-to-consumer business. Heip those jobbers and manu- 
facturers who are true to our interests. 


A LINE ONCE LOST IS NEVER REGAINED. 


Do not assume a lazy attitude where your interests and 
theirs are concerned and through lack of push and education 
do not compel a manufacturer to be his own retailer. 

This tendency is increasing because of the gulf which is 
the result of large consumers on the one hand and the ac- 
knowledged inability of the hardware merchant to handle the 
business on the other. 

A line of goods once lost is rarely ever regained. 

When a concern commences to dispens: its own product, 


sometimes from choice and sometimes from necessity, they 


seldom if ever cater to our interests again. 

Our existence and growth depends, as I have said before, 
upon our ability, and our ability is the result of education 
and experience. 

We need the manufacturer and the jobber, and they 
need us. Be fair. 

SHOULD ADJUST THEMSELVES TO CHANGES. 


In the process of evolution we must conform to its de- 
mands, striving to adjust ourselves to some changes, and 
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also prevent, as much as possible, changes which divert the 
stream of trade to other channels than ours. 

One of these channels has grown to such an extent as 
to demand our utmost vigilance, and cannot be passed without 
a remark. 

CATALOGUE HOUSES AND DEPARTMENT STORES ARE A MENACE. 

Our friends, the catalogue houses and department stores, 
are not only a menace to local dealers and their trade, but 
to the community which they drain. 

They differ from any of our great drainage systems in 
that out of the vast wealth which they annually absorb from 
our various localities, it returns not a farthing. 

Your local dealer bears the burden of accounts while 
they pick up the loose change. 

If we expect to check their growth in the future we must 
do so more as an organization than as individuals. We 
must show the public the proposition as it appears to us and 
as it really is. 

POWER RESTS IN UNITY. 

Place ourselves in a position to cope with them, increase 
our facilities, prevent if possible unjust legislation, and show 
our community the necessity of home patronage and home in- 
stitutions. 

To do this we must be a power. Power rests in unity, 
a unity is the result of concrete action, and concrete action 
is inspired by mutual grievances. Have we any? 

L. D. Ray, Belvidere, then gave the convention evidence 
showing that the telling work of the various associations had 
flicked the raw. Among other things, he told the following 
humorous story, as showing the intrinsic value of catalogue 
house goods. It appears that a customer wrote to one of the 
Chicago catalogue houses as follows: “Please send me that 
$2.65 watch, No. 93865, and also hypodermic veterinary syringe, 
No. 15703.” Two weeks later he writes: “Gentlemen—I re- 
ceived the watch and the syringe. The watch stopped last 
week, but, friends, that mule is still running.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Ray’s remarks President Chas. 
H. Williams, Streator, said: “Some years ago we were criti- 
cised for advertising the catalogue houses and now they are 
advertising us. Sidney P. Johnston of Tae AMERICAN ARTISAN 
will tell you that advertising pays. I think it is a good: idea 
to have the merchants in a town distribute the anti-catalogue 
house circulars of which Mr. Ray spoke, as they are imper- 
sonal in character. They should not only be sent out in town, 
but over the rural routes as well. 

After sitting for a photograph, the convention adjourned 
at II :30. 

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Wednesday afternoon session of the association was 
called to order at 2:25 p. m. 

An invitation was read from W. K. Bracker, chairman of 
the convention committee of the Bloomington Business Men’s 


_ Association, inviting the convention to meet at Bloomington in 


1906, and it was referred to the committee on location of the 
next meeting place. 

W. P. Lewis, New Albany, Ind., then addressed the 
meeting in the interests of the National Retail Hardware 
Dealets’ Mutual Fire Insurance Association. He said in part: 
“This association was largely a feature of Illinois. I wish to 
say that it is one of the traits of human nature that many men 
should see a good thing and not accept it. This is because of 
their inherent hesitancy. A great advantage of hardware as- 
sociation is found in mutual fire insurance. It expresses to you 
in dollars and cents the advantages of belonging to an associa- 
tion. It represents at least the annual dues and in many cases 
the expense of attending the meeting. The National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Association is ex- 
ceedingly broad in its scope, as it does business in every state. 
It has just finished the first year of its existence—namely: the 
year 1904. It has not made a rebate. It was considered a 
point of strength not to do this, as the money is in the treas- 
ury and the rebate could have been made. The expenses in the 
association, covering so broad a territory, are high. We spent 
$600 for postage stamps alone. The association has over 
$800,000 of insurance on its books, and this year a liberal re- 
bate is contemplated. 
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In taking a national policy you pay the board rate in the 
town where you do business. At the end of the year any 
money left after operating expenses are paid is returned to 
the policy holders as rebate. The average hardware dealer is 
a first class risk and, too, it is to be borne in mind that the 
hardware man is a good moral risk. 

Some time ago 1,600 letters were written to lumber deal- 
ers throughout the northwestern country and it was found 
that during a space of five years only 12 per cent of the 
money they had paid in premium had been paid back as fire 
losses. The other 88 per cent had gone to the stock com- 
panies for dividends, salaries, etc. 

Under mutual insurance we had no high salaried offi- 
cials, no agents and no commissions. I have not been in 
favor of the organization of state companies because in the 
nature of the case they only seek patronage of that one state 
and I hope the time may come when every state association is 
combined in the national association. Now there are five or 
six sets of officers with salaries and five or six different sets 
of circulars sent out. This combination would reduce the 
operating expenses absolutely to a minimum and would create 
a fund that would create confidence and little men in unor-

ganized states would take‘an interest in the national associa- 
tion. 

At present dealers can only take $3,000 policies in the Na- 
tional Association, but we might adopt a series plan used by 
other mutuals. Suppose, for example, we should call the 
first $750,000 of insurance written series A. A dealer would 
take $3,000 insurance in that. The next series of $750,000 
issued would be styled B and another dealer could take a 
$3,000 in that. A fire caused on a stock in series A would be 
paid by the stockholders in A. No man need have any fear of 
taking a policy in a mutual, as they are perfectly safe. Na- 
tional insurance contains great possibilities for organizing 
states where no assocaition exists. 


H. G. Cormick, Centralia, said: “My confidence in the 
National Association is supreme. Your loyalty to the National 
Association should foster your interests in this insurance 
association. I would like to have the endorsement of this 
association for the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Mutual 
Fire Insurance Association and when we meet in Chicago next 
year I would like to see three times as much insurance written 
as at present. 

Mr. Cormick moved the association to endorse the Na- 
tional Insurance Company and his motion was carried. 

M. S. Matthews, the secretary cf the Minnesota Retail 
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Hardware Dealers’ Association then addressed the convention. 
He said in part: “I came here on a business proposition to 
broadly show the benefits of mutual hardware insurance, and 
more particularly that offered by the Minnesota Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Company. We believe 
in Minnesota that there is plenty of room for good strong 
companies. We believe, contrary to Mr. Lewis, that where we 
have state insurance we have a leverage for securing and hold- 
ing our members. If once we secure a member and he takes a 
policy he stays, even if he may not fully be in accord with the 
objects of the association. Conditions in Illinois are such that it 
is hard to use organized insurance companies of your own and 
Minnesota has a proposition which she wishes to present to 
you. We have gone through with expensive preliminary work 
and we have built up a surplus of $32,000 in addition to the 
legal requirements. The hardware dealer who takes out a 
policy now can participate in the return premiums, which have 
never been less than 25 per cent and are now 35 percent. All 
policies are now written for one year. In addition to this I 
would say that our articles of incorporation were amended last 
year so that we can insure the residence of a retail hardware

dealer for one, three or five years. Minnesota has no fight 
with other insurance companies and we think that any agita- 
tion of the matter is beneficial to all insurance companies. 

“In Minnesota the limit to one policy is $3,000, and, as 
there are few hardware men but need more insuranee, every 
week we received inquiries where further insurance protection 
can be secured, and consequently a number of inquiries are 
turned over to other state insurance associations and to the 
national association 

“A few weeks ago we asked the insurance commissioner of 
Illinois whether we could secure admission to that state and 
he said he would facilitate our coming in. If we did this we 
would gain members for your association, as to secure insur- 
ance in the Minnesota association one must belong to the 
hardware association in their own state. 

“Minnesota has $2,000,000 of insurance written and eleven 
hundred policy holders.” 

L. D. Ray, Belvidere, showed how much money he had 
saved by having his old freight bills audited by the Merchants’ 
National Audit Company of Chicago, and A. C. Delano of that 
company further explained the method on which they worked. 

F. E. Muzzy of the J. Stevens Arms & Tool Co., Chico- 
pee Falls, Mass, then gave a most interesting address to the 
convention. He said in part: 
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“You are our distributors, and we prosper as you prosper. 
The hardware dealers rank high in the commercial world, and 
are among the shrewdest of buyers. They were the first to or- 
ganize, and to-day they have the best series of state associa- 
tions and the best national association of any trade; and the 
work of the two closely fits together. 

“If grievances are presented by associations as strong as 
yours they naturally receive serious consideration. Every 
hardware man in the United States should join the state asso- 
ciations. The hardware associations are still young, but they 
have done more to check inroads of catalogue house competi- 
tion than all other lines of trade put together. The catalogue 
house is here to stay, and they will have no difficulty in secur- 
ing hardware, which is marketed by from three to four hun- 
dred jobbers.” 

Mr. Muzzy then went into detail, explaining the experi- 
ence of his house in fighting the catalogue houses on behalf of 
the retail trade. One disagreeable feature of this fight which 
he had had with these houses was that he had found that some 
jobbers, even some members of the National Hardware Asso- 
ciation, were eager to sell these houses. 

One day the president of a catalogue house said to him, 
“You have spent more money, in keeping your goods from us 
than anyone else we know of.” 

Owing. to the stubborn fight made by this firm, retailers 
are now able to meet the price and make a profit. He said: 
“Our firearms are the most profitable dealers can handle, and 
we propose to protect you. 

“Tam going to tell you a story which occurred at the 
close of services in a certain church., While the money was 
being counted, one of the deacons was evidently disturbed, and 
a brother approached him and asked, ‘What is the matter?’ 
He said, ‘A stranger deposited a ten dollar bill in the box.’ A 
second deacon said that was good. ‘No,’ the first deacon re- 
joined, ‘it was bad.’ This applies to the parcels post so many 
hardware dealers have so bitterly opposed. If it became a law 
it would drive half of you out of business. 

“The mutual insurance idea, which several hardware asso- 
ciations have taken up, is a profitable one, and should prove 
beneficial. 

“You will find dead stock in all lines, and auction sales 
will help you to reduce overstock without cutting prices. This 
is something which all merchants in a town should join in. 

“All dealers should advertise, but it should be borne in 
mind that it is those dealers who advertise lawn mowers in 
December that lose out to the catalogue houses. They are 
merchants in name only, and should belong to the association. 

“All merchants should study salesmanship. Nine out of 
ten retailers look more for an extra 2 or 5 per cent than they 
do to selling goods:. I remember when I was a boy and earned 
money husking corn, and decided I would buy a pair of buck- 
skin gloves with purple chinchilla backs. I went into the store 
and asked the price. The proprietor said they were $1.25, and 
I told him I only wanted to pay a dollar. He laid his hand on 
my shoulder and said, ‘There is nothing I had rather do than 
sell you those gloves for a dollar, but I can’t do it.’ He did it 
so nicely that I paid him the $1.25 znd went away feeling real 
pleased.”

OUR ASSOCIATION, ITS OBJECTS, RESULTS AND 
FUTURE. 





SHORTER BUSINESS HOURS PREVAIL. 


On Aug. 16, 1899, the Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association was organized in Chicago and those who were 
present at that meeting are yet active members. Each of the 
succeeding years have added to their loyalty and enthusiasm. 

Many are the cities in which shorter business hours pre- 


vail. Social gatherings, where there are local associations, 


have become numerous, being of incalculable benefit to each 
individual. 

Such has been the interest in eliminating the dead beat 
that there is scarcely a place of any size but what restrictions 
have been so thrown around his operations that in the near 
future he will cease to be a menace to business health. 
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Great strides have been taken in co-operative buying and 
it is practiced to quite an extent in most of the cities of our 
state; also in afew instances has spread to the country, where 
dealers are suitably located. Carefully and conservatively fol- 
lowed the results are “easy money” with a little effort on the 
part of the executives. 

Local associations have sprung up wherever there were 
sufficient members to justify them, and in many places where 
our membership is small they have been mainly responsible for 
the existence of retail merchants’ or business men’s associa- 
tions, which have been of great value to their several com- 
munities. 

A NEW ATTITUDE. 

The attitude of the retailer towards the jobber, and in 
turn of the jobber towards the manufacturer, is such as has 
never existed. For this improved condition this movement is 
alone responsible, and I believe that the success in inducing 
the withdrawal of certain lines from catalogue houses is but 
one of the results destined to be gained. 


MEMBERSHIP SHOULD BE INCREASED. 

If the foregoing premises are well taken, it behooves us to 
look into the future, and if possible gain knowledge whereby 
we may get better returns for our efforts. 

First in importance is our increase in members. Past ex- 
perience has demonstrated that of all means personal solicita- 
tion gets the best results; but this costs money. Will their 
convention provide the funds? Our officers are competent 
and will see that the work is done. 


SHOULD JOIN LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS. 


In order that our association be relatively more successful, 
let me impress upon every member the necessity of. becoming 
an active member of a retail merchants’ organization in his 
community, through which you can reach encroachments upon 
your rights as business men, foster local improvements and 
keep in close touch with abuses in local government. 


MEMBERS SHOULD MIX, 


Much ‘has been said and written about the baneful influ- 
ence of catalogue house and department store competition, and 
no specific has yet been offered for it; yet if our members will 
not live in their store rooms from morning until night, fritter- 
ing away their time over the detail of their business that can 
be left to employes, but will get out, mingle with their trade, 
entering into their life as much as possible, much can be done 
to help present conditions. 


SHOULD BE GOOD CITIZENS. 


Let me plead with you as incidental to the future welfare 
of our association that each of you take a high position as to 
civic local pride and citizenship, that the rumors of fraud and 
graft in the conduct of our governments may cease and be 
without a foundation of fact. 

F. Giessing, East St. Louis, then presented a petition 
which the Freight Rate Committee desired signed. It was 
addressed to the Hon. Chas. Deneen and the Board of Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners and requested that the 
freight rates be reduced to a parity with those charged in In- 
diana and other states. 

A letter was read from President W. P. Bogardus of the 
National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, stating that he 
was unable to be present on account of illness in his family. 

The convention adjourned at 4:35. 


WEDNESDAY EVENING. 


Wednesday evening was devoted to a banquet at Turner 
Hall under the auspices of the Peoria members of the associa- 
tion, viz.: Chas, Johnson Hardware Co., Balzer & Reeves, 
Peoria Coal Drill & Hdw.

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Among the other speakers of the evening were W. P. 
Lewis, ex-president of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association; C. L. Burch, of the Brand Stove Co.; H. G. 
McCormick, Centralia, ex-president of the Illinois Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association; “Pop” Bennett, of the Lawson Mfg. 
Co., Chicago; E. F. Baldwin, editor of the Peoria Star; R. 
R. Elliott, of the Estate of P. D. Beckwith, Dowagiac, Mich.; 
Will H. Collins, the monologuist; Jas. M. Reeves, the Peoria 
advertising specialist; Alford P. Reiter, of Hibbard, Spencer, 
Bartleg & Co., and F. K. Gray, of the Heath & Milligan 
Mig. Co. 

The banquet concluded with amateur legerdemain by A. 
F. Victor, of the White Lily Washer Co., Davenport, Ia., 
who delighted his audience with his boomerang card tricks, 
disappearing and mulhltiplying dollar tricks, tambourine trick, 
etc. 


THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The Thursday morning session was called to order at 
10:20 a. m. and Secretary L. D. Nish, Elgin, delivered his re- 
port, which had been held over from the Wednesday, morning 
session; it will be published in the National Bulletin, which 
will appear three months from now. 

In the course of this report Mr. Nish gave out the ap- 
proximate membership of the different state hardware asso- 
ciations as follows: Minnesota, 700; Iowa, 600; Indiana, 425; 
Wisconsin, 400; Ohio, 325; Illinois, 300; Nebraska, 200; Penn- 
sylvania, 200; New York, 165; and Missouri, 160. He pointed 
out that Illinois was sixth on this list, During the past year 
the association has taken in ninety-eight new members, mak- 
ing its membership approximately 400, or a total of 388. 

After the secretary’s report had been accepted, Treasurer 
Geo. Engelhardt, Chicago, reported as follows:

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The report was adopted. 


Chas. T. Woodward, Carlinville, then read a paper on the 
Steel Range. 

At the requést of President Chas. H. Williams, Streator, 
Daniel Stern of Tz AMERICAN ARTISAN, Chicago, then ad- 
dressed the convention on the subject of securing new mem- 
bers. He urged the importance of having every dealer tell his 
neighbors the value of association membership and to do 
everything in their power to bring them to the meetings. In 
fact, he believed that members could even go so far as to 
offer to advance costs of attending meetings of their fellow 
dealers if they did not obtain an equivalent benefit from the 
meetings. 

Hi. H. Roberts, Chicago, also spoke on this topic. 

Chas. Smith, of the Chas. Smith Co.; Chicago, then deliv- 
ered one of the most electrifying and caustic but kindly 
speeches made at a convention. He brought out the fact that 
traveling men are missionaries for association work and that 
discriminative praise is very apt to be unjust, as all do the 
best they can to help along their friends, the retailers. He 
stated that retail hardware associations taken as entities have 
no horse sense, and that if manufacturers did business along 
the lines the associations had followed they would soon go 
into bankruptcy. He pointed out that different hotels where 
the conventions of hardware associations had been held had 
made large rakeoffs from charging the traveling men for ex- 
hibition space. He roughly estimated that the Millard made 
some $2,000 from exhibitors at the Nebraska convention, the 
Savery some $3,000 from exhibitors at the lowa convention 
and the Fey some $2,000 from Illinois exhibitors. There was 
no reason why the association should not make a liberal 
profit by selling exhibition space, and at the same time give 
it to exhibitors at a material reduction from the prices they 
were at present forced to pay. 

Mr. Smith’s criticisms were liberally applauded and his 


idea in regard to the sale of exhibition space was taken up * 


and discussed by different members. 
Carl Sommer, Peoria, then spoke to the convention on the 
question of the relations of the traveling man to the retailer 
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T. J. Matthews, Mt. Vernon, then read the following in- 
teresting paper on the subject 


WORK AND BE SQUARE. 





ALL FACTORS OF SUCCESS. 

If the individual members of this convention could be 
asked for the secret of their success in business, probably no 
two answers would be the same. One might attribute his suc- 
cess to energy and enterprise, another perhaps to frugality and 
close attention to business; another to having what a custom- 
er wants at the time he wants it; to good advertising, close 
collections, etc. These are all factors of success, and there 
are perhaps many others, but I am sure that hard work and 
square dealing must go hand in hand with any of these to in- 
sure permanent success. 

MAKE THE PRICE RIGHT IN THE BEGINNING. 

An article in one of our great story papers recently told of 
a young traveling man who asked an old salesman for some 
pointers before starting out on his maiden trip. The reply 
came in these terse, pointed words: “Work and be square—

never come down on a price; make the price right in the be- 
ginning.” I don’t know when I have seen so much good ad- 
vice expressed in so few words, and if you have not heard the 
story before I want to share it with you now. The hardware 
dealer probably needs this advice less than most men, for he 
seems to absorb the sterling qualities of the metals in which he 
deals—with the possible exception of brass. 


THE CURSE OF THE PAST IS THE BLESSING OF THE PRESENT. 


Some one has defined genius as an infinite capacity for 
taking pains. That kind of genius should characterize every 
active hardware dealer. The indolent man has no place in a 
hardware store. 

In a somewhat early day, when the sum total of mankind 
could be counted on the thumbs, a somewhat scantily attired 
ancestor of ours (who, it seems, was too lazy to pick his own 
apples) was driven from the Garden of Perpetual Delight and 
condemned to earn his bread by the sweat of his brow. He 
considered it a curse, and so yet do some of his descendants. 
But to the truly normal man this punishment of the past has 





become a blessing of the present. Aside from financial con- 
siderations, work well done brings its own reward—the sense 
of something accomplished and a keener and quieter satisfac- 
tion than ever comes to the indolent. 
“The hope of seeing what we have not seen, 

The hope of winnipg what we have not won, 

The hope of being what we have not been, 

The hope of doing what we have not done,” 
will always be an incentive to the worker and spur him on to 
renewed efforts. 

IDLERS. 

The idler is a man who has not found his true vocation 
or has passed it by unrecognized. He works off his superfluous 
energy in field sports and games, often laboring as hard in 
these pleasant but unprofitable fields as he who works for his 
family or the good of humanity. The viciously idle are of an- 
other genus—their case is hopeless. The indolent races are 
unprogressive, I believe without exception the indelent mem- 
bers of a progressive race are also unprogressive. Outdoor 
sports are not to be condemned when used for recreation. We 
should all take more or less interest in them, for they are not 
only healthful, but to the hardware dealer often a source of 
profit. 

HOBBIRBS. 

Every business man should have a hobby—some non- 
money grubbing interest outside of business to occupy his 
leisure hours. It may be association work, amateur photog- 
raphy, gardening, dog training—anything to take his mind out 
of the rut. The essential thing is to lock up his business af- 
fairs when he turns the key in his store door lock. The man 
who does this will live longer and accomplish more than his 
unfortunate brother who carries his worries home and takes 
them to bed with him. The mountain of worry locked up in 
the store the night before is often but a mole hill in the light 
of another day. A worried poet once said, “Ye gods, it would 
he rare if care were not the waiter behind a fellow’s chair” ; 
but he can be easily banished. Lock the door on your worries. 
Worry is a habit of mind that can be cured by sane living and 
a vigorous effort. Be the master of your own mind. 

THE GOSPEL OF WORK. 

I believe in the gospel of work and what President Roose- 
velt calls “a square deal.” The one price store is where every- 
body gets a square deal. The merchant who continually cuts 
prices to effect sales begets a suspicion of exorbitant prices. 
The favored customer brags of his bargain. The customer 
who does not beat down prices hears of his neighbor’s bar- 
gain, and justly feels that he has been discriminated against. 

One’s best customers seldom try to beat down a price— 
they are certainly entitled to as good a bargain as our penny- 
splitting friend, who is seldom a loyal customer. Make the 
price right in the beginning. 


THE DEALER AND HIS COMPETITOR. 


Be square with competitors. Don’t make a price on goods 
not in stock, or a lower one on goods already purchased else- 
where. If your neighbor runs short and needs an article to 
fill an order, make the price right and let him share in the 
profits. Never speak evil of your business rivals. 

“There is so much bad in the best of us 
And so much good in the worst of us, 
That it scarcely behooves the most of us 
To talk about the rest of us.” 

That may not be good poetry, but it is good sense. No 
good was ever accomplished by running down a competitor. 


CUT PRICES SHOULD BE GENUINE. 


Be square in your advertising. If goods are advertised 
at a cut price, the cut should be genuine, and a good reason 
given for it. The man who would be successful must tel) 
the truth in print and out of it. We have all seen advertise- 
ments in which the lie was so patent that we wonder it de- 
ceived any one. A lie is a boomerang that seldom fails to 
come back to the thrower. A little boy once said: “A lie 
is an abomination in the sight of the Lord, but an ever pres- 
ent help in time of trouble.” But I am afraid it only post- 
pones the trouble. It pays to gain a customer’s confidence 
and keep it—it never pays to abuse it. Frankness, truth and 
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politeness are good business assets, as well as cardinal vir- 
tues. One of the best advertisements is a satisfied customer. 
Some are very hard to satisfy, but it pays to make an effort. 


MAKE REBATES CHEERFULLY, IF AT ALL. 


Money back if not satisfactory is a good working motto 
for every merchant. An unfair customer may present a claim 
not justified by the circumstances, but charge the loss up to 
advertising and you will find the money well spent. But, 
whatever you do, do it cheerfully, promptly, courteously. Re- 
place defective or unsatisfactory goods with a pleasant smile, 
and you touch a warm spot in your customer’s heart. On the 
contrary, an adjustment grudgingly or reluctantly made leaves a 
sense of injury at least equal to that left by a prompt, but 
courteous refusal. The old customers that you retain by this 
kind of advertising cost much less than the new one you gain 
by any other method. It sometimes pays to be a little more 
than square. 

SHOULD BE SQUARE WITH JOBBERS. 

Be square with your jobber. Don’t cancel an order once 
given without his permission and a full explanation of the 
circumstances. He cannot afford to be less than square with 
you—the retention of your business depends upon it. Don’t 
discount a bill after the time limit has expired. The creditor 
may not protest, but it is unwise to save one’s bank account 
at the expense of his character. 


THE GOLDEN RULE. 


Let us also be square with ourselves and not try to buy 
for our own use at wholesale prices goods kept in stock by 
reputable retailers at home, and in the next breath condemn 
the catalogue house buyer, who tries to do the same thing. 


The question of location of the next meeting place was 
taken up and there were three candidates for the honor—viz., 
Bloomington, Chicago and Rockford. 

M. Fahey of Decatur presented the claims of Blooming- 
ton, Frank D. McKenney spoke on behalf of Rockford and 
H. E. Gnadt, president of the Chicago Retail Hardware Deal- 
ers’ Association, said that the relation of Chicago to the IIli- 
nois Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association was that of a 
mother to its child. 

J. P. Eckles, Decatur; L. D. Ray, Belvidere; G. R. Lott, 
Chicago; and E. Kerth, Anna, spoke on this subject. 

Chicago was chosen and the convention then adjourned. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Thursday afternoon session of the convention was 
called to order at 1 o’clock and after a resolution of thanks 
had been given to Bloomington and Rockford for their in- 
vitations and the spirit they had shown, a recess was taken 
for ten minutes. 

After a resolution of regret had been passed that W. P. 
Bogardus, Mt. Vernon, O., president of the National Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, had been unable to attend the 
meeting, E. F. Baldwin of the Peoria Star addressed the meet- 
ing, receiving a vote of thanks at the conclusion of his inter- 
esting remarks.

L. D. Nish, Elgin, who was elected as secretary in 1904, 
holds over until 1906. 

In spite of Mr. McKenney’s vehement protestations, not 
in the spirit in which Cesar at the Lupercal did thrice refuse 
the kingly crown, but in genuine sincerity, the convention 
would not take no for an answer, and J. H. Powers and 
Alderman-elect J. L. Smith of Chicago were appointed a com- 
mittee to escort the newly elected president to the chair. 

The committee on resolutions then submitted the follow- 
ing: 

Wuereas, We believe in the existence of the illegal 
practice of the giving of rebates by the railroad corporations 
to certain large shippers, and 


Wuenreas, Such discrimination places unjust burden on 
the small shipper, and 


Wuenreas, We believe in extending the power of the In 
terstate Commerce Commission to enable them to remedy this 
injustice, therefore 


Be it resoed, That we commend the action of President 
Roosevelt in his endeavor to right this injustice, and 


Be it further resolved, That copies of this resolution be 
mailed to the President and members of Congress from IIli- 
nois. 


Whereas, The freight rates existing in the state of Illi- 
nois are excessive in comparison to those of our adjoining 
states, and 


Wuereas, The present rates were established at a time 
when the cost of operation was much greater than at the 
present, and 


Wuenreas, All past efforts and petitions for a remedy of 
these conditions have been of no avail, and 


Wuenreas, We believe in the disposition of our Governor 
to establish exact and equal justice, therefore 

Be it resolved, That we petition our Governor and Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commission to take such action as will 
eliminate this injustice. 


Whereas, Bills have been prepared by the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Aseociation of Illinois to be submitted to the present 
session of our legislature for enactment, copies of said bills 
being attached, to-wit: 

First, A bill providing for the regulation-and licensing of 
trading stamp companies and dealers who give trading stamps. 

Second. A bill whereby 10 per cent of the earnings of 
wage earners may be subject to garnishment, and 

Third. A municipal garnishment bill whereby the wages 
of officers and employes of counties, cities, towns, villages, 
school districts and departments of either thereof may be sub- 
ject to garnishment, and 

Whereas, We as hardware dealers are vitally interested 
in the passage of the above named measure, therefore, 

Be it resolved, That we, the Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association, in convention assembled, do heartily approve of 
the aforesaid bills and will lend our moral and financial sup- 
port toward the passage of the same. 

Resolved, That this association extend a vote of thanks 
to its officers for their efficient service and untiring efforts 
during the past year. 

Resolved, That this association extend a vote of thanks 
to the trade and local press for the courtesies and assistance 
they have rendered. 

Resolved, That this association extend a vote of thanks 
to the Peoria Association for their warm hospitality and the 
able manner in which they have entertained their guests. 

Whereas, The greatest of assistance is rendered this as- 
sociation in increasing its membership through the efforts of 
the traveling salesmen, 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we extend to them our 
hearty thanks for their support in promoting the welfare of 
this association. 

After the passage of the resolutions the convention ad- 
journed at 2 p. m. 
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The Stowell Mfg. Co., Jersey City, N. J., were 
represented by C. B. Barlow aud M. B. Hood. They 
had an interesting exhibit in the corridor of the Fey 
Hotel, where they were showing pure Trinidad as- 
phalt roofings, prepared graveled surfaced roofing, 
prepared cork surfaced roofing, prepared Rexoid roof- 
ing, prepared asbestos roofing, asphalt slag roofing, 
asphalt Felspar roofing and asphalt saturated felts. 

H. Kellogg and G. W. Hood had an exhibit in the 
corridor of the Fey Hotel of the Dunlap adjustable 
stovepipe, Dunlap stovepipe thimble, Dunlap chim- 
ney top and Dunlap eave trough hanger made by the 
Dunlap Mfg. Co., Dunlap, Ia. 

R. R. Elliott, H. P. Gingrich and John A. Howard 
were occupying the parlors of the Fey Hotel which 
they had tastefully fitted up with palms, roses and 
festoons of smilax, and where they had on exhibition

It 
is adjustable to 
most all makes 
of lawn mowers 
and is adjust- 
able to various 
sizes of high 
and low wheel- 
ed mowers. The 
bottom is made 
out of metal in 
two parts, so as 
to slide one part 
on the other. It 
is made of galvanized iron, with sides of striped duck. 
Two thumb bolts and an ingenious but most simple 
device are used in attaching the carrier to the handle 
of the mower.

They also carry in. stock galvanized and black sheet 
iron, all ordinary gauges, widths and lengths, corru- 
gated galvanized and painted sheets, steel roofings of 
various kinds, sheet copper, conductor pipe, elbows, 
eaves trough, hangers, cut-offs, registers, zincs, solder, 
etc. 
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It is estimated that during the past ten days the 
leading southern producers of pig iron have sold an 
aggregate of 100,000 tons, of which approximately 
40,000 tons was taken by a large firm of merchants, 
while the principal pipemaker took 30,000 tons and 
an independent pipe interest purchased 15,000 tons. 
The extraordinary statistical position has aroused 
much interest and buyer are showing a decided dispo- 
sition to cautiously feel the market for deliveries well 
into the third quarter. This is true of eastern steel 
makers on basic pig iron, says the Iron Age. 

The position of the United States Steel Corporation 
is shown by the fact that a few days since a lot of 
5,000. tons of pig iron was purchased for immediate 
shipment to the Lorain steel plant. This comes on 
the heels of recent buying which was supposed to 
have taken care of February needs. 

Some good additional orders have come to the steel 
rail makers. One company at South Chicago now 
has 425,000 tons on its books. The plate and struc- 
tural mills are securing a fair amount of tonnage. De- 
velopments for the rest of the month will be watched 
with redoubled vigilance. The next two weeks will 
settle the question whether or not this year the buy- 
ers have to a considerable extent anticipated the usual 
time. The details of the advance in sheets announced 
last week are that No. 10 to No. 16 blue annealed 
sheets have put up $1 per ton and galvanized sheets 
$2 per ton. There was no advance on box annealed 
sheets. 

The tin plate industry is under extraordinary pres- 
sure. The plants are running to full capacity and yet 
the mills are getting behind in deliveries. Premiums 
are beginning to make their appearance and large sales 
have been effected in the Chicago district at a premium 
of 10 cents per box. The trade is expecting an ad- 
vance, which may come at any moment. 





PIG IRON. 

All the developments of the week in pig iron mar- 
kets would indicate that in spite of the comparatively 
light volume of business in certain quarters, the situa- 
tion is essentially stronger to-day than it was a month 
ago. Up to ten days ago trade in the central West 
had been undeniably quiet and the impression seems 
to have been gaining ground in that quarter that the 
pig iron market has shown a tendency to weaken. A 
careful analysis of the ‘facts, however, would indicate 
that such an opinion is without foundation. More- 
over, during the past ten days inquiry has been more 
frequent and a selling agency has purchased 40,000 
tons of Southern pig iron. Aside from this sale, how- 
ever, the Chicago market was featureless. Inquiries 


of the past were not booked, though it was confidently 
expected that they would be. 

In the East there have been active markets in both 
Basic and Bessemer irons and a fair volume of busi- 
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ness in foundry grades. The report of heavy pur- 
chases of Bessemer in Pittsburgh indicates that the 
leading steel interests are likely to continue as pur- 
chasers in the open market for some time to come, 
and prices in that quarter show no tendency to weaken. 

Heavy sales are reported in the Birmingham dis- 
trict, on which producers have secured prices ruling 
for the past month and now show a disposition to ad- 
vance their figures. Western furnaces, that a couple 
of months ago had put their quotations on a prohibi- 
tive basis in order to avoid overselling, are now will- 
ing to book moderate orders at the market. The fact 
remains, however, that iron cannot be bought any 
cheaper to-day than it could a month ago—on the 
contrary, since the heavy sales of the past few days 
sellers, both in the South and East, seem inclined to 
mark up prices. 


The furnace statistics for January, just published, 
are startling in their significance, and reveal a funda- 
mentally strong situation. In January production of 
coke and charcoal iron reached the astonishing total 
of almost 1,800,000 tons—the greatest monthly out- 
put on record. This shows an increased furnace ca- 
pacity of 160,000 tons per month greater than that 
of December. But in the face of this, stocks were 
reduced 30,000 tons, and consumption, therefore, ap- 
pears to have reached an annual rate not far from 
22,000,000 tons. That this high-water mark should 
have been reached at this time of year, with weather 
conditions all unfavorable, is peculiarly significant, and 
holds forth promise for.a record-breaking spring and 
summer. 4 


Indications point to a general resumption of buy- 
ing in the near future. Requests for anticipated ship- 
ments are far more numerous than suggestions to hold 
up deliveries, and there are no evidences of an un- 
due accumulation of stocks in producers’ yards. In- 
quiries for round lots for delivery during the third 
quarter are now quite the order of the day. Northern 
furnacemen, however, are still having difficulty in se- 
curing satisfactory fuel supplies, and weather condi- 
tions have co-operated with this to advance costs to 
such a point that they are reluctant to quote for dis- 
tant delivery at current prices. The new schedule on 
ores will be another ‘factor in the same direction, and 
producers can see nothing but higher prices for the 
spring and summer. 





OLD MATERIALS. 


No reaction followed the slump of last week, and 
instead of the expected rise in prices, they are a trifle 
under our quotations of last week. The St. Paul road 
offered a large and well-selected list, which did not, 
however, meet the ready market which greeted al? 
offers two months ago. It is believed that the present 
cold weather will help to stimulate prices to some ex- 
tent, but unless something more powerful than a tem- 












porary cold snap develops, prices will surely sink still 
lower during the next month. 





SHEETS. 

New quotations in galvanized and blue annealed 
sheets were announced last week. An advance of $2 
a ton on galvanized and $1 a ton for blue annealed 
sheets, 10 to 16 gauge inclusive, was made by mills. 
Box annealed sheets are unchanged. This advance 
had been expected for some time and no surprise was 
exhibited when the facts were learned. [It is expected 
that trade will be stimulated rather than dampened by 
the change, as black and galvanized sheets are in 
strong demand. Local jobbers have not yet changed

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS 


Spring business is commencing to round out, in spite 
of the extreme cold of the past two weeks. Salesmen 
report very satisfactory orders and a highly optimistic 
sentiment among retailers. Wire goods are selling 
very heavily and recent advances seem to have served 
only as a stimulant. Conditions in the cotton belt are 
somewhat better, although recent disturbances in that 
market have made money a trifle scarce and collections 
have been characterized as “bad.” 

It is to be regretted that in a great many cases, re- 
tailers are not taking advantage of recent advances, 
particularly in the wire line. We believe that very 
few dealers raised their prices on wire, wire nails, etc., 
when these advances were announced by manufactur- 
ers and jobbers. Goods are usually sold at their mar- 
ket value. When the market value increases, as has 
been the case with nails, the selling price should be in- 
creased likewise. A handsome profit is in store for 
those dealers who follow price changes closely and 
utilize their knowledge by raising or lowering prices 
_ in conformation with the market value. 

Although changes announced by jobbers show an 
upward tendency, still they are not great, and it is 
safe to say that for the most part prices will remain 
just about as they are now. The boom announced by 
the most optimistic during the closing days of 1904 has 
failed to appear and instead we find conditions favor-

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able for a healthy, prosperous trade, a little above the 
normal.
